tn respondent No. 1, in order to succeed in the election took recourse 

to all sorts of corrupt practices specified under section 123 of the Reoresenijitlnri 
of People's Act, 1961 and as such his election and ^cteratlon as'^a ret^ 
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candidate are void. The said corrupt practices inter alia comprise of procuring or 
obtaining by the respondent no. 1, or ills agents, and assistants for the furtherance 
of the prospects of his election from persona serving under the Government of the 
Uttar Pradesh other than giving of vote by such persons. Particulars so far as 
avilable at present t.o the petitioner are given In the List. On necessary discovery 
and inspection being given more peu'ticulars will be submitted and the petitioner 
begs leave to add to or vary such particulars at a later date. 

6. That the re.spondent no. and his agents, and other persons working for 
him, in his knowledge and at times with their deliberate connivancy committed 
corrupt practices as specified in section 124 of the Representation of People's Act 
IS51 and a list of such practices is submitted as required. 

7. That the statement of account in the return of election expenses as lodged 
by the respondent no. 1 is false and should be rejected 

8. That on account of the adoption of the above-mentioned mal and corrupt 
practices the respondent no. 1 was declared returned. 

9. That but for the votes obtained by the returned candidate by corrupt and 
illegal practices, the respondent no. 2 would have obtained a majority of the valid 
votes. 

Therefore the petition is being filed w'ith the following prayer: — 

that the election of the respondent no. 1 be declared null and void and set 
aside and respondent no. 2 be declared duly elected.
